and recognizes no inspiration or will, except as 
the result of organization or cause? The rea- 
sen is, that Mr, Spencer himself, like them, in 
the sphere in which he is an actor,—i. e., in the 
sphere of spreading his own philosophy as 
against prevailing ideas,—has a conscious- 
ness of volition, responsibility, right and wrong 
character, and he religiously hates the views 
that oppose his own, and, in a philosophieal way, 
bates those who entertain them. At least he 
uses adjectives which, when applied by capital- 
ists and laborers to each other, he would regard 


as indicating hatred. 


Had he risen to the true climax of his philos- 
ophy he would admit that the views of capital- | 
iste and laborers are the result of their environ- 
meat, that they could not possibly think other- 
wise, and that there could therefore be nothing 


“tignoble or mean in their thinking as they do. 


This would destroy Mr. Spencer's own motive in 


seeking by his writings to alter their opinions, 


and so would conduct him to the logical acme of 


philosophieal speculation concerning human 
conduct, viz: a complete paralysis of moral ef- 
fort. 

But if it ie essential to Mr. Spencer’s work 
that he shail feel that capitalista and laborers 


are morally responsible for their opinions and 
conduct, and that they can be mean or ignoble 
according to the degree in which they fail to ap- 
prehend his views, why can he not see that it 
may be equally essential to the mutual relations 
of capitalist and laborer that each shall regard the 
conduct of the other as flowing not wholly from 
organism and environment, but largely from in- 
dividual volition, and involving personal blame 
and praise? Inspiration, volition, and responsi- 
bility are the fundamental assumptions of re- 
figion. That human conduct is the simple un- 
folding of a chain of causes and effects, is the 
inexorable. logic of his philosophy. The 


first may lead to dogmatism and fanati- 


diem, but the last must culminate 
in absolute paralysis of moral = effort, 
and in the denial both of the standards and the 
very existence of morals. Between these two 

of thought, the average faith of the 
more useful portion of mankind balances, in a

The New York Times ia still hopeful in regard 
to Gen.Grant’s interpretation of the Civil Service 
rules, and his intention to enforce the spirit 


and the letter of the reform.” In commenting | 


upon one of Gen. Grant's recent assurances to 
this effect, the Times says: We are bound to 
say that no case has yet been made known 
where the President has ignored or evaded the 
rules in any department to which they apply.” 
The rules apply, we should say, to the custom- 
houses and post-offices as much es to any 
other departments. In Chicago, Mr. Me 
Lean retired some time since from the post of 
Collector, and Col. Eastman retired from that 
of Postmaster. The rule of promotion was 
ignored in both cases.

: Judge passed u severe sentence upon an editor 


for certain 


wherein he expressed dissatisfaction with a ver- 


dict that had been given, and a sentence that 


had been passed, in a Criminal suit. The most 
Objectionable feature of the article that was 
construed in contempt of the Court was an inti- 
mation that the religious faith of the prisoner 
had influenced the Judge to make the sentence 
unnecessarily severe. The Judge’s action is not 
regarded with favor by the press of Great 
Britain. They hold that, as the trial had been 
completed and as the criticiam could not affect 
the verdict, the comment was of a purely per- 
sonal character, and came within the provinee of 
the press. Of course, the Judge had his relief 
in law like any other man. It is held with rea- 
son that the committal for contempt on a purely 
personal basis is a dangerous precedent, The 
London Nets, in noticing the case, refers to 
the fact that Blackstone gpoke of contempt cases 
as “not agreeable to the genius of the com- 
mon law,” and adds that a mistake was made in 
this case by not proceeding in the usual course 
of indictment for libel.
